May Be Granted 
In school districts having fewer 
than 800 puj lls, continuing con­ 
tracts are not required but may 
be granted if local boards of edu­ 
cation wish to do so. 
Teachers may be dismissed only 
for cause, must be granted hear­ 
ings and have the right to appeal 
to the courts. 
Asst.-A tty.-Gen. Charles F. Ohl. 
to whom H erbert has assigned the 
act 
for

tion, said today he had no doubt 
about the act taking effect Sept. I, 
but he also said: 
“The 
Constitution 
expressly 
states that no legislation may be

In perusing through our book­ 
case recently we came across a 
much for the worse wear copy o f 
the “History of the Holy Bible,”

No employ er wou ld 
hire them. In a Gov ern men t camp 
with regu lar hou rs, good food an d 
proper su perv ix fon they showed 
great chan ges for the better 
The doctors hav e made 20,000 
tests on children between the ages 
of 5 an d 20. They came from all

grou ps.

African s, Jewish, Ban tu , In dian 
an d Chin ese. They passed en du r­ 
an ce tests of shot pu ttin g an d ru n ­

tric t in which they are employed,

May Be G ranted 
In school d istricts having few er 
than 800 pupils, continuing con- i 
tra c ts are not required but m ay 
be granted if local boards of edu- j 
cation wish to do so. 
Teachers m ay be dism issed only 
for cause, m ust be granted h ear­ 
ings and have the right to appeal 
to the courts. 
A sst.-A tty.-Gen. Charles F. Ohl. 
to whom H erbert has assigned the

tion. said today he had no doubt 
about the act taking effect Sept. I. j 
but he also said:

THE FI LL DUTY OF PATRIOTS 
In his recent Chicago speech Wendell Winkle did a real service to 
hts country. 
I do not refer to his views on foreign policy. But he did 
uphold two cardinal points: (I) Tolerance, and *2) the right to fairly 
criticize government even in times like these. 
On tolerance he said: “Those of us who sincerely and deeply believe 
that this country must give every possible support to Britain are ac­ 
cused of secretly conspiring to throw this nation into an unnecessary 
war. On the other side, many sincere men and women who hold the 
opposite view have been smeared, with equal injustice, as pto-Nazis 
and defeatists. 
We shall not advance the cause of our own national 
safety nor of free men anywhere - 
in the world by hurling libel at 
each other.” 
The second point made by Mr 
Winkle is equally im portant. That 
is 
whether 
patriotic 
men 
anil 
women still have a right to speak 
or a duty to keep silent. Citizen* 
are perplexed with reference to 
the obligation of “unity.” 
Many 
are disturbed about the national 
socialistic trends of the federal 
government. 
But they feel that 
the duty to m aintain a united 
front on defense or war precludes 
criticism on that score. 
Now certainly no Republican, 
and few others, has gone further 
than Mr. 
Winkle in 
behalf of 
unity or Mr. Roosevelt's foreign 
policies. 
Yet Mr. Winkle very 
correctly does not consider that 
he is under obligation to remain 
silent on what may be plotted be­ 
hind the smoke screen of war or 
national defense.

In a Governm ent camp 
with regular hours, good food and 
proper supervision they showed 
g reat changes for the better. 
The doctors have made 20.000 
tests on children between the ages 
of 5 and 20.

A fricans, Jew ish, B antu, Indian 
and Chinese. They passed endur­ 
ance testa of shot putting and run­ 
ning 600 yarda, and there was no 
difference in endurance th a t was 
baaed on racial difference. “ No 
more im pressive evidence for the 
basic equality of man has ever 
been adduced.”

One of the issues which is likely 
to come before local sportsmen at 
their Thursday night meeting is 
that of a proposed lake construc­ 
tion project near Yellowbud. Many 
local sportsmen and farm ers al­ 
ready have reported favorably on 
the project and chief objection of 
those who oppose it is the coat. 
The plan calla for flooding 400 
acres of farm lowland near Yel- 
iowbud. 
Those 
advocating 
the 
project claim that very little con­ 
struction work would be required, 
since the land is surrounded by a 
ridge of hills. 
Robert Immell of 
Yellowbud, 
who 
presented 
the 
plan to Ross County sportsmen 
last week, said construction of a 
140-yard levee across Yellowbud 
Creek would be about all that 
would be required. 
Cost of the project is estimated 
at $80,000, of which $50,000 would 
be spent for the purchase of the 
land. 
The Ross County club al­ 
ready has voted favorably on the 
project and has submitted the plan 
to tho state conservation depart­ 
ment for investigation. 
Should the plan be adopted Ross 
and Pickaway County sportsmen j 
believe they may get a portion of 
the E. H. Rauscnberger fund to 
finance the project. 
Mr. Rauaen- 
berger. a native of Circleville and 
a member of various sportsmen 
and conservation clubs, willed an 
$80.OOO trust fund to the State 
Conservation Commission at the 
time of his death. 
Four hundred forty-four week 
old young pheasants have been 
brought from the Harlow Project 
at Newark to the pleasantry on 
the B. F. Millar farm near South 
Bloomfield.
